Oo, you have a passion for folk music... 

Defining the genre of folk music, | 
believe, is harder than any other because 
of its connection to every culture and 
country in the world. What is not difficult 
is embracing my growing affinity to so 
much of what is out there. | have been 
ecstatically involved with music for 30 
years and | still get turned on by new 


music. 

What might interest you about folk 
shows on CFUV is the quality and 
diversity of world music being played. | 
would like to share some of my 
discoveries from Planet Folk (alt Sat 8- 
10am). | could easily fill up a page or 
two with my music recommendations. 
Here are some of my favourite record 
labels and their distributors: Hannibal, 
Rykodisc, World Circuit from Denon; 
Real World, hEMIsphere from EMI; 
Triloka, Putumayo, Xenophile, Green 
Linnet from Fusion; Shanachie from 
Koch; and many from Festival 
Distribution. 

For great African dance music with 
lots of horns look for Ghorwane or 
Farafina. Babatunde Olatunji offers 
African drumming from a master while 
Patience Dabany adds singing to her 
percussion work. There is a great deal of 
work which combines African elements 


with other:-musical gems. Baka Beyond: 


adds Celtic, Spanish, and Australian 
flavours; The Soto Koto Band blends 
European influences with Gambian 
rhythms; Afro-Celt Sound System is self 
explanatory with heavy dance beats and 
sampling. 

Wonderful sounds from India include 
percussionist Zakir Hussain, Pakistan's 
premiere spiritual singer Nusrat Fateh 
Ali Khan, and Ali Akbar Khan, the sarod 
master from Bangladesh. 

Pepe Mendoza is currently my 


favourite for Ecuadorian flute and 


percussion, while Brazil offers the funky

rhythms of Ara Ketu and the vocal talents 
of Milton Nascimento. 

For Native American flute, | 
wholeheartedly suggest R. Carlos Nakai 
and Douglas Spotted Eagle. Just two of 
my favourite Canadian worldbeat bands 
are Kashtin, now disbanded, for their 
mixture of Aboriginal and Quebecois 
elements, and’ Marimba Muzuva for their 
incredible shows.

Vancouver popsters Pluto have managed 
to make a go of the whole “rock-star 
thing.” Formed in Vancouver in 1993, Pluto 
-have remained relatively untouched by the 
now -customary criticisms of an indie band 
that makes the jump to a major label early 
in their career. If anything, it has probably 
helped Pluto. = 

“Our deal with Virgin has worked out 
really well for us so far,” says guitarist Rolf 
Hetherington over the phone lines on his 
way to a MuchWest interview with Terry 
David Mulligan. “The label is totally behind 
us and we haven't had — major 
differences of opinion.” 

Their apparently happy-go-lucky 
relationship with industry giant Virgin likely
